Selectmen Postpone 
Appointment Ritual 


At the suggestion of Selectman 
Sidney P, White, four members of 
the Board of Selectmen agreed 
Monday to delay the annual ritual 
of making and approving appoint= 
ments until noon today, Thursday. 
Present terms expire April 1, 

Though the item was on the 
agenda, Selectman White said he 
did not believe any vote should be 
taken in the absence of Selectman 
Robert A, Watters, Roger Collins 
agreed, with the stipulation that he 
would expect equal courtesy if a 
later meeting conflicted with his 
schedule, 

Manager Richard Bowen, ready 
with most of the appointments for 
which he is responsible, said he 
felt most were routine and that he 
saw no reason to delay the work, 
But he deferred to the board, 

Included in the appointments to 
be considered are those for the 
board of assessors, the towncoun= 
sel, one member for the board of 


welfare, various town inspectors, 
members of the Industrial Devel- 
opment Commission etc, 

The Selectmen alone are respon= 
sible for filling one vacancy onthe 
Planning Board of Appeals and 
appointments to the Zoning Board 
of Appeals, the Board of Registrars 


The board did clear one appoint- 
ment last Thursday = that of Town 
Accountant Wendall Mattheson, 


New Committees 

While on the subject of appoint- 
ments, Selectman White called for 
the establishing of a three-member 
Legislative Action Committee to 
help keep town officials informed 
about legislation important to Ane 
dover, 

Approval for White’s committee 
was voted after Selectman Philip 
Allen said he would favor organiza=

$700,000 Is Added To H. S. Building Fund 


Bid Award 
To Be Made 
Next Week 


Voters at a special town meeting 
Tuesday gave near unanimous 
approval to appropriation of a 
$700,000 supplement to the $3.9 
million allocated last year for 
construction of a 1,200 student 
senior high school building. 

By 9:30 p.m. townspeople had 
also authorized the Board of 
Selectmen to take two elementary 
school sites by right of eminent 
domain if they cannot be acquired 
by negotiation, And they further 
authorized the board and the town 
manager to file application for an 
interest-free Federal loanto cover 
the cost of advance plans for an 
auditorium and an added class= 
room wing for the still-to-be= 
built high school. It has been 
estimated that expansion of the 
secondary school plant will be 
necessary within five to 10 years 
of its completion date, 

The added funds for construc= 
tion of the high school were voted 
without a floor fight and without 
criticism of the school design, the 
school building committee or 
others involved in the two-year 
preparation of architectural and 
construction plans, Word of 
behind-the-scenes discussions and 
weekend activity led to predic- 
tions, anticipation and fear, in 
official circles, that such opposi= 
tion would develop, 

Voters appeared to have come, 
however, ready to approve the 
administration’s request, Of the 
589 attending, 499 stood to support 
the appropriation and 18, to oppose, 
Among those dissenting was Irving 
Newman, the former School Com= 
mittee candidate who charged 
during the last campaign that the 
proposed school too nearly re= 
sembles the familiar ‘egg crate’’ 
school construction pattern, 

Town Manager Richard Bowen 
anticipated some of the possible 
objections to the school in his 
detailing of information about what 
precipitated the need for added

Basin Plan 
Is Proposed 


Congressman F, Bradford Morse 
has asked Secretary of the In= 
terior Stewart Udall to ‘‘begin 
planning now for a Merrimack 
River Basin clean rivers de=- 
monstration program,”® - 

The proposal for the demons= 
tration projects was made byPre= 
sident Johnson in his recent 
message to Congress on natural 
resources. The purpose of the 
program is to introduce a co= 
ordinated federal-state approach 
to the problem of cleaning up 
entire river basins, 

Morse told Udall that the Merri= 
mack basin would be an ‘“‘ideal 
location for a demonstration pro= 
gram, It is sufficiently compact 
and the degree of pollution suffi- 
ciently severe to warrant our ate 
tention and assistance as soon as 
possible,” 

The Congressman pointed out 
that ‘‘although the Merrimack has 
been the subject of a number of 
studies in the past, we have not 
yet seen the coordinated, broad- 
scale approach that is needed.”* 

Morse noted that he had al- 
ready introduced these bills that 
would assist states and commu= 
nities in the financing of their 
share of the pollution control pro= 
grams, ‘I have proposed legis= 
lation that would return a per= 
centage of federal income tax 
revenues to the states for purposes 
such as pollution control,”’

Andover’s three young rocketeers, those intrepid boys 
who have been trying since last August to get permission 
for the legal launching of an experimental rocket, now 
have the approval of the state Board of Fire Prevention 


for their project. 


When discussion (and criticism) of the Andover fire 
chief’s statement that he could not legally permit the 
blastoff was at its peak, the TOWNSMAN took the position 
that somewhere ‘‘in all the Commonwealth there must be 
a safe place and a safe way’’ for the boys to test their 
space theories. It would appear that such a way has been 


found. 


And in finding it, the boys may have paved the way for 
revisions of the fireworks law which would permit super- 


vised rocket launchings and establish safety standards. 

Revisions are in order. The law is too restrictive. It 
should make provision for legitimate educational experi- 
ments by private citizens — even junior citizens.
